PLANNING STAFF DISCUSSION: 


Bushey's Incorporated has been in existence at this location for 
a number of years. They have undergone growth which has forced 
them to enlarge. They feel that the logical growth pattern is 
along the north side of Bass Street. The goals of the 
Comprehensive Plan in this area are maintaining existing 
development to halt deterioration, and to encourage 
re-investment. 


Although we do not normally encourage commercial encroachment 
into residential areas, we feel that this petition bears merit 
in terms of the Comprehensive Plan. Bushey is capable of 
maintaining a valued asset in this area, with an appropriate use 
of buffering technics and transition policies.

PLANNING STAFF DISCUSSION: 

The Board of Zoning Appeals has heard variance request for a 
portion of this property (6040), three times since 1983. The 
most recent variance was granted conditionally, with one of the 
conditions being that a rezoning application be submitted within 
.Six months of approval. 


The existing structure at 6040 was apparently constructed as a 
commercial building for office use. The structure at 6126 is 
also used as an insurance office. 


The Comprehensive Plan indicates that this area may be acceptable 
for commercial usage, but, we have major concerns for the impact 
that rezoning might have on the surrounding residential proper- 
ties. The B-1-A designation permits over 50 uses that would have 
varying impact. This area is predominately residential and 
approval of this petition would be a "spot zoning". However with 
the hardship that exists on portions of this parcel, and the 
commercial development in the county, R-1 is probably not the 
highest and best use. 


While we do not feel that the B-1-A classification is appropriate 
at this time, we do feel that an alternative is available. The 
uses in this area appear to be office oriented, and the Zoning 
Ordinance provides for office uses without rezoning to B-1-A. A 
Professional Office District designation is available, which 
would not permit retail sales, but would allow office development 
and use. The Plan Commission may wish to consider these altern- 
atives.
